Famphler, intruled, Sir E. B. G's: Ghoſt, 
and pretended to be an anſwer to my 
ſaid Letter. And conceiving You are better 
acquainted wich Ghoſts than my ſelf, ] thought 
fi: to dire&t 'my Anſwer to that Ghoſt to You, 


and thereby fhew the ridiculouſneſs thereof,as | 


alſo viadicare the Truths concained in my aid 
farmer Letter, and ſhew You and the world 
further - circumſtances ro juſtifie the ſame, and 
therefore, according to the merhod of my for- 
mer Letter, [ ſhall proceed by theſe Heads. 


And firſt, not underſtanding what the Ghoſt 
mcans.by arraigning the Jiſtice of the Nation, 
ut-(s he would allert char all that are legally, 
( are likewiſe jultly hanged;) and ſo conſe. 
any , that the Mother and her two Sons

AndI cannot but oblerſe how &@Kilful 
and induſtrious theſe People ftill are, to; hide 
and prevent the truth of. that \man's Death 
from clearly appearing and ſhining forth ,-as 
without doubt it would, and muſt do, was not 
the matter now (as formerly ) puzled with 
| Legends, and long Stories, nothing to the 
purpoſe And as ta the Coroner's Warrant for 
burying theBody, and recited inthe It's 
Notorious they are common Tricks, ſed by 
men of his Profeſſion, who ( if- any money is 
Iike to come ) will uſually adjourn the Jury, 
and 'then make ſuch Warrants, (they knowing, 
that if the VerdiCt be Felo de ſe, it's then out 
of their power to give leave to bury theCorps. ) 


Andirt would be very marerial, if the Coroner ' 


would declare whar he received for that Jobb, 
and of whom, and what Evidence he had to 
induce the Jury to find (as the Inquifition im- 


ports) that he was 'ftrangled with a Linen 


Cloth, a matter of ' Fa& never ſo much as ſpo- 
Ken of, until Yon came in, with your Evidence, 
which was not in ſome wks after. And Ido 
again aver, That the Body was required by 
the Jurors to be opened, and was refufed'; and 
if the Body was in their and the Coroner's 
power, ( as the Ghoſt infinuates ) ſuch pow-

And it's very probable the Coroner of Weſt- 
winter's aſſiſtance was refuſed, for ſome ſich 
iadire& doings, for that there wasnot the leaſt 
difference betwixt the Coroners in relation to 
their Juriſditions,and the Weſtminſter Coroner 
Tame not voluntarily of” himſelf, bur was im- 
Portuned to be there by Mr. Wigg, and divers 
others of the chief Inhabitants of St: Martyn's 
Pariſh.

And how, Mr, Prance, being come'to the ſe- 
verat Paragraphs of my Letter ,* I ſhall take 
them in order as they are placed, and givethe 
Ghoſt particular Anſwers accordingly. 


_ I. Astosir E. B.6.,'s Perambulations there- 
12 mentioned to be on the Saturday he was firſt 
ſing, they are truEin every particular, and 
be proved by diyers able, credible and un- 
iable Witneſſes. And how vain it is for the 
-Ghoſt to ask; Why theſe Witneſles did not 

come in ſooner at the Tryal of Greene , Berry 

and H#/, do you judge, when all the world re- 
members the great Torrent that carried all be- 


fore ic in favour of the Plot, andthe murder of 


Sir E.B. G. by thePapiſts, without which (as 


-T. O. was heard tofay ) his Plot had failed; And 


when it is duly confiderea,that the rwo perſons 
that firſt found the Body, (for no other cauſe) 
ſuffered much in their Perſons and Eftates, by 
a long and chargeable Impriſonment: And all 
others that then ſeemed to doubt of the truth 
of that man's being murdered by the Papiſts, 


were ſtigmatized with the odious Names of 
 Papiſts, and Diſcouragers (if not Promoters) 


of 'the Plot; It will appear no wonder, if peo- 
py were unwilling to diſcover their know- 
edges,or to come voluntarily(without proceſs) 
to give their Evidence, And: how can it be 
imagined thoſe three unſortunate men , being 
kept cloſe Priſoners, could make inquiry after 
proper Evidences , or ( againſt the common 
vogue ) draw into ſufpition the aſlertion of his 
being murdered by the Papiſts. 


IT. . The Ghoſt hath ſo much ingenuity to. . 


grant the 2d Paragraph of my Letter,as to the 
place and poſture he was found in; but would 
avoid the inacceſſableneſs of the place, pre- 
tending a Lane near, when as that Lane is, in 
effect, unpaſſable, with two on a Horſe, and 
comes not within 50o yards of the place, and 
the Mounds thither very high, and the Con-+ 
ſtable and his Aibſtants, (though they lived in 
the Pariſh,and well knew the way )were forced 
to break- a Gap in the Mounds, though they 
were ſingly Hors'd. And whereas rhe Ghoſt 
alledges, That you do not depoſe he was 
carried to the place wholly on Horſe. 
back » he hath run. himſelf into a- worſe 
Dilemma , having made no proviſion of men 

| (either 
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(either as to ſtrength or number) to carry ſo 
great and weighty a Corps, in the dead of the 
night, over ſuch Mounds and Fences; Bur let 
all inquiſitive People, defirous of Truth, take 
the pains bur to go to the place (and that with- 
out any burthen on their backs) they will ſaon 
be convinced of the Aſſertion of the difficulty 
C if not impoſſibility) of the bringing a Dead 
Corps thither, either on Foot or on Horſeback. 
And the prerenſions of the Ghoſt's, as tothe 
limberneſs of the Body and Joynrs, does not 
anſwer that part of my Letter which relates to 
the impoſſibility of his being put into a Seday, 
For his Body, when found, was ſtitf ; ſo that 
what limberneſs happened or appeared after- 
wards, hath no relation to the Queſtion. For 
it's a certain Maxim, a dead limber Body can- 
not be ſtiff 'ned. And pray, Mr. Prance, give 
us an account what became of the Sedan, and 
the Cords? and how you could carry it with 
Cords ; for the meanefſt Sedan-man in Town 
will tell you it is impracticable, or rather im- 
poſſible ; And you may, if you plealc, - make 
an cxperiment with a Cord, 


HI. As to the Body being full of Bloud, when 
found ; the Ghoſt endeavours ro diſprove that 
Afertion, by the Evidence of Mr. Brown the 
Conftable, the rewo Chyrurgeons and Mrs. Cxr- 
t:ſs, and produceth the Evidence given at the 
Tryal of Green, Berry and Hill, and an extra- 
judicial Afﬀidavit fince made by Mr, Brown , 
and another by Mrs. Certiſs, to countenance 
ſuch his denyal. But, Mr. Prance, (when you 
ſce the Ghoſt ) reil him the matter of the 
Bloud will (and 1 afſure you and all the world 
it will ) be proved by divers credible and unde- 
niable Evidence; And that I may pacifie the 
Ghoſt in the nican timehe is to underſtand that 
Mr. Brown, the two Chyrurgeons, and Mrs. 
Curtiſs, are no competent (nor can be mate- 
rial ) Witneſſes in this caſe. For Mr. Brown; 
as he did a raſh and unaccountable at&t (to 
give it no worſe name) in removing the Body 
before rhe Coroner and Jury ſaw it, (which 
hath occaſion'd all this diſpute; y ſo he muſt 
not think to help himſelf by Afidavits, or to 
Juſtific one 111 Act by another ; And beſides, as 
he unadviſedly (and contrary to all Law and 
Praftice) removed the Body before the Coro- 
nerand Jury came ; ſo he did the ſame in the 
dark, (about Eight a clock at night) when the 
Candle was blown out ; whereby it was im- 
poſſible for him to look for any Bloud, ſo as to 
find it ; And neither he or the Chyrurgeons (by 
any day-light) ſaw the place where the Body 
was found, or where the Sword was pulled 
onr, until after xo a Clock the next day, be- 
fore which time much of the Bloud was taken 
np, and the reſt crampV'd our of fight by the 


great concourſe of the People which came thi- 
ther. And as for Mrs. Carts, ſhe only ſaw the 
Body after it was ibrought home, when 
as the Body was ſtript at the Whire-Honſe, and 
a Blanker borrow'd there to wrap the Body in , 
So the world may judge of 'the Truth of her 
Afﬀidavic. But ( Mr Praxce) it will be fally 
proved, that the Body was full of Bloud; and 
that there were Cakes or Gobbets of dry Bloud 
tound in his Cloaths, which (with his Body) 
ſtunk extremely. And ir will be alſo fully and 
cftectually proved, that his Eyes, Noſtrils, and 
Corners of his Mouth, were Fly- blown; tho' 


. the Ghoſt (without theleaſt colour of reaſon) 


pretends it to be contrary to Nature and Rea- 
ton; when as common experience daily evin- 
ces the contrary. And I do obſerve, that the 
Ghoſt omits ro rake notice of Two material 
Circumſtances in this 3d. Paragraph, ( viz.) 
The firſt as to the Swords craſhing againſt the 
Back-bone : The ſecond, as to that part of the 
Sword which was in his Body being diſcolou- 
red, And pray, Mr. Prance, do You (or the 

hoſt ) give the reaſons thereof, and of irs 

oint being Ruſty ; Asalſo, what was, or could 
be the cauſe of the Spots in the Shirt, Waſt- 
coat and Drawers, of Greeniſh Colour, men- 
tioned in Mrs, Curtiſes Aﬀidavit, | 


IV. Asto the 4th. Paragraph of my Letter, 
I perceive the Ghoſt admits, that when a man 
is Strangled or Hanged, his Eyes will be extor- 
tcd ; and admits, that Sir E, B. Godfrey's Eyes 
(when found) were ſhut; only he ſeems to 
quarrel with the colour of his Face ; And, ſee- 
ing he admits his Face not Black (as all Han- 
ged mens are, when cold) I care not to con- 
reſt, whether his Face was Pale or Ruddy, or 
a little Swell'd, or nor, thoſe being very incon- 
ſiderable Circumſtances, But his denying the 
putrefaction charged in that Paragraph, and 
che conſequences, deduced from thence, is nor 
only a great untruth, bur is directly oppoſite to 
the Evidence given by Mr. Sk:/lard, at the Try- 
al before mentioned. Page 37, 38. * 


V.. As to the grh. Paragraph ; The Ghoſt is 
ſo far from anſwering the Aſſertions therein, 
as that he only quibbles at words ; and beg- 
ging the Queſtion, deduces thence impertinent 


_ and ridiculous Arguments. For it will be pro- 


ved, that his Shoes were glazed at the bottom 
of the Soles, and which muſt of neceffity be oc- 
caſioned by his walking on the Graſs. And (Mr. 
Prance) if you and the Ghoſt will walk thither, 
you will caſfily experience it, and ſo may any 
body elſe ſarisfie himſelf in this ſpeculatian,; 


As alſo, as to the Graſs-ſeeds that ſtuck in the 


ſ:ams of his Shoes ; which- is ſo far from be- 
19g impoſſible at that time of the year, Yr _ 
| . | (8) 
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Ghoſt would argue ) as that it will be proved 
by undeniable Evidence. But (Mr. Prazce,) 
pray ask the Ghoſt how he came there with- 
out a ſpeck of Dirt? and whop:ck'd the Horſe- 
hairs off his Cloathsz and let him contrive (if 
he can) a probable or rational way for a Dead 
Mar 01 Horſe-back. to hold up his Legs, or to 
ſave them or his Cloaths from the dirt : For 
though a man may walk thirher very clean,yet 
it s impoſſible at that time of the year to ride, 
eirher without being dirried and ſome Horſe 
hairs ſticking on his Cloaths: But perhaps the 


next account from the: Ghoſt will be, that he 


either rid with Gambadoes, or elſc a pair of 
Fiſher-mens Boots. 


VI. As to the fixth Paragraph, Pray Mr. 
Prance tell the Ghoſt, his railing againſt Popiſh 
Nurſes and Popiſh Midwives, is no anſwer to 
theAllertions in that Paragraph : for all the wo- 
men in the Town are competent Judges there- 
of, and 1 hope the Ghoſt will not fay they are 
allPapiſts. But pray tel} the Ghoſthe rakes 
no norice of the heighth of the Collar, and irs 
being faſt burtron'd about his Neck when found. 
Nor the conclufion of thar Paragraph z and 
therefore I ſuppoſe he admits it to be all true. 

VII Andasto the 7 and laſt Paragraph,which 
relates only to the difference berwixt Yours, 
and Mr. Bedlow's Evidence; I mutt take notice, 
that what You and He ſwear, are very contra. 
dictory, and much more than I hinted im my 
ſaid Letter : And though parr of it be as He and 
You were informed, yet You and He {wear the 
Informations were received from the Perfons 
actually concerned in the Murder, and who 
l:ad confidence enough in Mr. Zedlow (though 
te refuſed 4oool. to help to kill him,and 2000/1 
to help carry him away,) as to ſhew him the 
dead Body, and ſo were under no t-mptation 
of mil-informing either him or your ſelf. And 
pray Mr. Prance, will You let the world know 
what reward You were to have for that Job: 
For certainly You deſerved as much as Mr. ted- 
low, and needed more, you having a Wife and 
Children, and he a Batchelor.

Thus, Mr. Prance, having gone through each 
Paragraph of my Letrer, and anſwered the 
Ghoſt to your ſatisfaCtion ; I ſhould leave nere, 
fearing I have been too tedions already : Bur 
1 cannot omit to take further notice' of Mrs. 
Cartis's Affidavit, in relation to-the-drops of 
Wax found upon the Cloaths, in which can- 
not ſay but ſhe may (wear true; but this 1 46 
aver, that if ir be ſo, rhoſe drops were pur vp- 
en the Cloaths long after he was found, and 
afrer the Jury had ſat on the Body ; for there 
was no ſuch thing then on the Cloaths : And 1 
ſuppoſe this was ſome Arrtifice uſed by thole, 
who, <Either out of Intereſt or Deſign, were de- 
firous ro confirm his being murtheredat Somer- 
ſer-houſe, and to carry on the great lie and im- 
pertinent ſtory then invented, and given our 
(amongſt others,) thar he was laid under the 
High Altar there; And if my Information fail 
not. there were other ſach like tricks* ufed, 
which I ſhall make bald to acquaint thoſe more 
nearly concerned therein, chan your ſelf; and 
ſhall-give them to underſtand, that it's no won- 


der a man in Sir E. B. G's circamſtances, ſhould 


kill himſelf, ſuch accidents being no News to 
that Family, wherein Melancholly and Diſtra- 
tion (that often produces ſuch effects.) hath 
been predominant, and might occaſion the 
words he ſpake to Sir Tho. Kebinſon, as to his 
being the firſt Martyr. 


And now, Mr. Prance, for a Concluſton, If 
you were guilcy.of the murder of Sir E. J.G. 
-how durſt you (asyou did) on the Friday after 
he was found, go to Primroſe-Hill to ſce the 
Body, and not be afraid ir ſhould at your ap- 
proach have bled afreſh 2 And how.came- you 
(after Green, Bury, and Hill were hanged,) to 
declare in anſwer to a ſolemn Queſtion, that 
you knew nothing of the death of Sir £. B. G. 
Pray remember me to your old Friend and 
Lodger Mr. Kenn, My Reſpects alſo to your 
'Wife, not forgetting your little Daughrer, who 
gave you ſogoodadvice before you took your 
Journty into' Nottinghamſhire, and help'd tg 
rake Beddingfield, who was hury d 14 months.
